and greater neglect than any other

While its life is 
measured in years, its usefulness is 
counted in days. 
The average life of 
a binder is five years. 
During this 
period it is used a total of approxi­ 
mately 70 to IOO days .

One of the first things to do in get­ 
ting the binder ready for the season’s 
work is. to see that the guards are in 
line. Sickle sections and ledger plates

ARE COMPELLED TO TRAVEL ON FOOT 


Is Different W ith the Germans, Who 
Generally Effect Movements 
Either By Railway or 
Auto Transport. 


Warsaw, Russia, 
June 
12 —While 


the German army generally effects its 
concentrations and 
strategic 
move­ 
ments by railway or automobile trans­ 
port, the Russians are generally com­ 
pelled to travel on foot. 
During the 
latest fighting, with its continual play 
of advance and retreat, some of the 
Russian corps marched six days and 
nights without a finale break. 
The Russians march fifty minutes 
and halt ten minutes 
every 
hour. 
During Hie halt the footgear is often 
changed and always readjusted. 
There are halts of half an hour and 
two hours several times a day for 
meals, hut when movements are being 
made under pressure, nothing more. 
During the movements which neces­ 
sitated six days and nights of tramp­ 
ing, Hie steady marching continued 
without interruption, the men some­ 
times sleeping as they walked and 
waking only when they stumbled and 
fell. In the last periods of this splen­ 
did march even the regulation halts 
were curtailed 
These men are now' in the fighting 
line, having come to the front by forc­ 
ed marches in order 
to 
reinforce 
places threatened by 
the 
German 
Phalanx attacks. 


“We were out of the trenches like 
lightning. It was wonderful. We wrere 
like a storm . In ten minutes we had 
won the first line of German trenches. 
But there was no stopping us. 
We 
kept it up hammer and tongs for an 
hour and a half, taking three lines of 
the enemy’s trenches and driving the 
enemy in front of us. 
“By this time all the officers of our 
company were either killed or wound­ 
ed, so a sergeant todk command and 
we entrenched ourselves as best we 
could, but finally had to retire about 
a hundred yards. 
“Here I got two wounds. 
Four in 
event’ five of our men were either 
killed or wounded 
in 
that 
fierce 
charge.”

Skerlock, finding that they had a 
gold mine in the spiral drive, contriv­ 
ed to minimize the importance of his 
discoveries and managed to get the 
original models, make a few' slight 
changes, get a second patent and sell 
the device to the 
Ford 
Automobile 
Co. for $750,000 cash and royalties. 
Greenup and his associates 
brought 
suit for $600,000. He has been instru­

ter battle and the activity of Greenup 
in the affair from the start to the 
present time explains why he has 
been singled out for attack, it is 
claimed. 
Greenup became involved in finan­ 
cial difficulties about the time the 
tenure of the 
postmastership

thoroughly when the depositions were 
taken. 
In his behalf it was contended

County Agent Writes On “Caring 
for the Wheat Crop 
f t 


C aring for the W heat Crop. 
Wheat below 
the 
dollar mark is 
about a reality at this time. Crop re­ 


porters give us 
an 
enormous crop, 


which they always 
endeavor 
to do 


just ahead of harvest. These reports 
.may be true, but 
it 
would 
be no 
doubt wise not 
to 
entirely believe 
them, since the wheat crop might not 
mean as much in the half bushel as 
is indicated at this time. The pound­ 
ing dowrn of the wheat prices is an 
annual event, getting ready for the 
“harvest” of the speculators. 
While 
it would not be wise for every per­ 
son to store wheat, 
it 
would seem 
wise for at least half of the farm ers 
to not put their wheat on the market 
from the thresher. The lowr prices at 
threshing time is commonly the low- 
esf of any during the year. The far­ 
mer prepares his flolds and sows his 
seed, and during the season takes all 
sorts of 
risks 
from 
droughts 
and 
floods and 
insect 
pests 
and other 
sorts of calamity 
that 
causes him 
anxiety more or less the entire year. 
Then when his harvest appears he is 
taken advatage of, and 
the average 
farm er does little 
more 
than come 
out even. 
Every time we write on this sub­ 
ject we are inclined 
to 
place the 
blame on the speculators, but before 
many lines 
have 
been 
w ritten the 
question comes up again and again, 
why does the farmer permit himself 
to be taken advantage of as he does? 
I feel that the speculator 
does not 
do any more than 
the 
farm er him­ 
self should do. There is only the one 
way out of it that I can see, and that 
is a system of co-operation and m ar­ 
keting of his products, which in just 
a few' instances in 
all 
these United 
States has the farm er been willing to 
do. 
The orange industry of California, 
the straw berry industry 
of Missouri 
and the apple and peach industry of 
several sections of the 
country 
are 
living examples of the 
value of co­ 
operative 
methods. 
The 
uuestion 
might be asked, why will the farm ers 


may be a vast number of replies that 
partially answer 
the 
question, 
but 
one of the reasons beyond any doubt 
is lack of efficient leadership. 
Co-operative 
marketing 
of 
farm 
products is a piece of work that re­ 
quires a m aster mind to handle. The 
farmer is not willing to pay for the 
services of such a man. W here these 
things have been tried and failed are 
where cheap men have been employ­ 
ed, and these men are cheap because 
of a lack of capacity, the 
very one 
essential that such a man must have 
if he makes good. But getting back 
to the m atter 
of 
storing vheat, it 
can very nicely 
be 
stored whether 
you have a granary or not. This is 
by stacking it. 
Stacking wheat is by 
no means a 
difficult thing to do, even though it 
is somewhat of a lost art. There is 
nearly alw'ays 
some 
person 
in tile 
neighborhood, while he might not be 
able to do all the stacking himself, 
he can easily teach others. 
While I 
am in the county I will 
be glad to 
show any one the trick if he will call 
on me to do so. There is another ad­ 
vantage in stacking besides the m at­ 
ter of storage, and that is that dan­ 
ger of loss from weather conditions 
is largely avoided. One of the most 
important, 
however, 
is 
that 
the 
ground can be plow ed just as soon as 
the wheat crop is removed. 
There 
are four distinct advantages by early 
deep plowing wrhere w'heat is to fol­ 
low" wheat. 
The first advantage at 
this time wrould appear to be that if 
the plowing is wrell 
done 
and the 
seed bed worked 
dowTn immediately 
after the plowing 
that we will de­ 
stroy vast numbers of Hessian 
fly 
and chinch bugs. Another reason for 
immediate plowing in the event that 
wheat is to follow" would be that the 
early deep plowing is the first best 
way w here wheat 
is to be sown in 
the fall. 
Another 
reason 
is that a 
catch crop where the season and soil 
may be good can successfully follow" 
wheat. 
Another 
advantage of 
the 
early plowing if it be deep would be 
to 
prevent 
washing 
and 
to store 
not co-operate in these things? There water in the soil.

Is there a man in Pettis county— 
property ow’ner 
or otherwise—unac­ 


quainted with the worth 
and utility 


of rock roads, or opposed to the con­ 
struction of such roads as rapidly as 
possible? 
Yes, this is 
“an 
old 
song,” but 
like other old songs, it improves with 
age and gains eloquence and impres­ 
siveness with recurrent 
singing and 
is being sung now' in all places and 
by all m anner of peoples. With the 
growth of intelligence 
and develop­ 
ment of business shrewdness, the in­ 
trinsic worth and imperative 
neces­ 
sity of good roads—the sort that are 
dependably passable 365 days in the 


mately 1,200 miles of public roads, of 
winch about 140 
miles 
are rock or 
gravel, leaving 1,060 miles of dirt or 
mud roads. 
What would it mean to the county 
to have every 
mile 
of 
these dirt 
roads 
converted 
into- rock 
roads? 
W hat would it cost 
to 
make such 
transform ation? And would that cost 
be prohibitive? Would it be justified 
by the benefits 
that 
would 
accrue 
therefrom ? 
The first result w'ould be to lessen 
the hauling distance from 
ail farms 
now on mud roads to market or to 
contact with existing rock roads two- 
thirds. 
The United States office of 


try and found that it ranges from 25 


to 28 cents per ton per mile. 
The second 
result 
w'ould 
be 
to 
equalize the price 
of 
farm 
lands. 


Those on rock roads near town that 
are held at very high prices (often in 
excess of their 
existing 
paying ca­ 
pacity) would be lowered 
to reason­ 
able values, while those 
more 
re­ 
mote, but of equal or greater intrin­ 
sic worth, that are now environed by 
mud roads, by reason of having their 
market distance so greatly diminish­ 
ed, would be 
greatly 
enhanced 
in 
value. 
The next important 
beneficial re­ 
sult—and with 
a 
large 
number of 
fanners this will outweigh either of 
the 
twTo 
preceding 
specifications— 
would be the equalization of m arket­ 
ing and consequent 
prevailing cur­ 
rent prices of farm products. A far­ 
mer now living on a mud 
road can 
only market 
his 
surplus 
products 
when those mud roads are passable; 
in other w'ords, during good weather 
and at a time when pressing farm 
work m ust be 
neglected 
to market 
those products. 
During a protracted 
period of impassable mud roads the 
local m arkets run short of farm pro­ 
ducts and prices 
to 
the consumer 
advance, but the farmer, the produc­ 
er of these products, who is separat­ 
ed from m arket by impassable roads, 
can not profit from 
these advanced 
prices because he 
can 
not deliver. 
.Scores of others who have a surplus 
are handicapped in like manner, and 
when the roads do become passable, 
the m arkets 
are 
overloaded, prices 
decline below 
a 
normal level—and 
those old mud roads 
exact 
another 
heavy toll. With the roads in a pas­ 
sable condition all the time and of a 
quality to 
enable 
the 
hauling 
of 
maximum loads, 
farm ers can utilize 
odd tim e” of leisure or convenience 
to m arket their 
products, 
can take 
advantage of best 
prices 
and 
can 
transport 
in 
one load a 
quantity 
equivalent to three to six “bad road” 
loads, thus saving time, labor, horse­ 
flesh, wear and tear of vehicles and 
harness, can do 
such 
hauling when 
weather conditions 
will 
not permit 
farm work and can secure the high­ 
est possible prices. 
The foregoing are all material, fi­ 
nancial reasons for rock roads, 
and 
any one of them is sufficient justifi­ 
cation 
for 
immediately 
incurring 
their cost. The social and education 
a1 influence of rock roads is so great 
a factor in 
justification 
of having 
them that, independent of 
all finan­ 
cial considerations, 
there 
is urgent 
demand for their rapid construction. 
But those subjects are big 
and im 
portant enough to warrant a story 
about them. 
Now as to the cost. 
Assuming that the average cost per 
mile to convert these 1,060 miles of 
mud into rock roads w"ould be $3,500, 
their aggregate cost would be $3,710, 
OOO, which prorated among the 426, 
GCG acres of land 
in 
Pettis county, 
would be $8.70 per acre were all the 
cost placed against said lands alone. 
In reality the cities, towns and utili­ 
ty corporations would be 
loaded to 
the extent of 65 per 
cent 
of their 
cost. And there is warrant for the 
belief that 
public 
sentiment would 
favor such 
a 
finished 
job 
of con­ 
struction because the cost would be 
so distributed over a long term of 
years as to be a comparatively light 
burden. 
But, 
unfortunately, 
our 
constitu 
tional limitations on tax levies 
for 
such purposes being a maximum of 
5 per cent on total 
assessed valua­ 
tion above existing bonded indebted 
ness, a fund of about $700,000 would 
be the largest 
obtainable 
in 
that 
manner. 
That wTould cover the cost of 200 
miles of standard 16-foot 
rock road 
independent of individual 
and com 
munity aid, if allotted 
on 
a 50 per 
cent basis to the citizens who woulc 
personally duplicate it to insure the 
immediate construction of their own 
roads, of course, 
the 
possible rock 
road mileage from $700,000 of bond 
money would be 
doubled. 
At 
the 
same time the actual 
value 
of the 
farm lands of Pettis county would be 
enhanced in excess of three millions 
of dollars. 
Who among the 
readers 
of 
this 
favors a 
whole-county 
rock 
roads 
bond issue? How much? 
W’ould you 
work and vote for it? Oh, no, this is 
not a “Boosters* club 
scheme”—ifs 
my own 
individual 
suggestion anc 
you have my permission to 
take it 
for wThat you consider it worth.
